The total thus: spent since Sep- 
tember, 1929, has been $3,200,- 
000,000, °° 

Most of this considerable sum 
went for purchases, but fully $200,. 
000,000 was spent outright to ex- 
pand factories and build new ones 
~-the very factorles which today 
are leading producers of America's 
arsenal of democracy. 

The airplane industry may be 
taken as an example, . . .” While 
American capacity for construct- 
{ng airplane frames was fairly 
adequate to meet the Increased 
needs, there was hardly any air- 
plane engine and propeller indus- 
bry at all. It had to be butlt from 
the ground up. . 

The British began furnishing 
the money for plant expansion and 
construction, and a total of $89,- 
900,000 has gong into capital as- 
sistance ~- which means land, 
hbulldings, and, most important, 
machine tools.

Perhaps you can {magine our 
dismay in those dark weeks after 
Dunkirk to discover that the Gen- 
eral Lee had all the faults and 
Weaknesses of the Mark VI. 

There was no time to build an 
emtirely new tank.

Even while 
they were making preliminary 
sketches British money was being 
@pent to rebuild American fac. 
tories and equip them with new 
toola. Out of this surge of effort 
ame the first General Grant, 
which proved adequate to hold the 
Germans in North Africa’ tn 1940,

phase of Britain's co-operative war 
effort, let us examine the matter 
of ships. Some people would be 
surprised to learn that .the Lib- 
erty ship being turned out in the 
United States today is basically of 
British design; and that two of the 
shipyards. now achieving produc- 
tion miracles were bulit with Brit- 
ish money. 

The story begins in September, 
1940, when the British Merchant 
Shipbuilding Mission came to the 
United States to place orders for 
60 cargo vessels. After surveying 
the field, they could find no ship- 
yard or group of shipyards capa- 
ble of building them rapidly. They 
decided, therefore, to build the 
yards. 

Sites were selected and purchaa- 
and® Port- 
land, Ore. Two brand-new Amert- 
can companies were formed to 
build the yards and the ships. One 
of these, the Todd-California Ship- 
building corporation, at Richmond, 
had for its president Mr. Henry 
Kaiser, who unt” that mo~ent 
had never built a ship. 

It is hardly necessary to speak 
of Mr. Kaiser's exploits. He buflt 
the shipyard and 30 ships in ap- 
proximately 18 months. Lesa well 
known, but hardly less spectacular, 
was the achievement of the new 
shipbuilding company at Portland, 
which accomplished a similay feat 
in 22 months. The entire project 
cost the Hritish $125,000,000. 

The most recent figures I am 


' @wble to find show that Great Brit- 


ain’s war production per head of 
population is still greater than 
that of any other nation on earth. 
That doesn't sound like business 
as usual... . \ 
Populations Compared 

Britain has a population of 33,- 
000,000 between the ages of 14 and 
65. Of these,, 22,000,000 ara work- 
ing full time in either {ndustry, 
the armed forces, or civillan de- 
fense. This is equivalent to the 
mobilization of about 60,000,000 
people in the United States. 

Women between the ages of 20 
and 30 are liable to conscription ia 
the armed services, and while all 
women between 19 and 46 have 
been registered for employment, 
those between 18 and 30 may only 
be engaged through the offices of 
the employment exchanges, . . . 

Nor can it be said with any truth 
that Britain is building up stock- 
piles of surplus mate¢ials of war 
while continuing to take what she 
can from the United States. In 
1941 we exported four times as 
many aircraft as we received from 
other countries, and sent out 16 
times as many tanks as we took 
in.... And thus we arrive at the 
moot question of lease-lend. 


What some Americans often for- 


get is that lease-lend is reciprocal, 
It works both ways. Supplies fur. 
nished to the American troops 
Prior to and during the {novasion 
of North Africa may be cited as 
an example. During the last alx 
monthe of 1942 these supplies rep- 
resented approximately 1,125,000 
ships’ tons, of a value which ecan- 
not be estimated. They ranged 
from airplanes and assault boats 
to candy and beehives 
An Important Gift 

Typical of the spirit of lease- 
lend, I think, is an fucident which 
occurred in the last few days be- 
fore the jiiVwsfin.. when American 
fliers discovered they fikeded radte 
equipment of a new type.

A few weeks ago we published 
in this column menus based on 
low-cost meals. These were sent 
out by the Canadian Red Cross 
Society in the campaign against 
malnutrition. ' 

Quite a number of people think 
there are too many “starchy” 
dishes in the menus. The first 
answer to this is that unfortun- 
ately the cheapest meals are al- 
ways the meals containing more 
starch. For example,—potatoes} 
macaroni; oatmeal, ete. Second- 
ly, let mie add for those who feel 
they cannot digest so much starch, 
that rationing has reduced the 
sugar intake. Therefore starches 
may be increased to balance the 
carbohydrates. 

Red Cabbage Salad 

Eat more green salads. 
spring weather we all have a 
hankering’ for more salads and 
fruits. These need not be the 
most expensive. I had never 
made a salad from red cabbage 
but this week I tasted one of 
these and I think the “red” adds 
quite a zest to the flavor and then 
remember — color for vitamins! 
Spanish onions are very good now 
—add a few’ slices and rings to 
your salad. Have you ever tried 
orange and onion rings with your 
favorite salad dressing? . 

\ Rambling on about salad dress- 
ings,—reduce the cost of merus 
and make your own, It is amaz- 
ing to me how many peop'e buy 
ready made salad. dressings. Hero 
is a recipe for a salad dressing 
for those who require a reducing 
diet. Then, too, the mineral oi} 
has many points in its favor. Some 
feel*the taste of the mineral oil 
would be unpleasant. Just forget 
this. Remember it is tasteless 
and try it, 

Mineral-Oil Salad Dressing 

A. Ogee 

% cup mineral oil 
2 teaspoons dry mustard 
4 teaspoon salt 
1 tablespoon sugar 
1 tablespoon corn syrup 
1% cups mineral oil 
3 tablespoons lemon juice 
1 tablespoon malt (the purest) 

vinegar 

If desired add a little tomato 
catsup or some sauce, which 
flavor you particularly like, 

Into a bowl (be sure it is well 
chilled) beat the egg unti! very 
thick and light. Gradually add 
the “cup oil, beating well after 
each addition. Mix the mustard, 
salt, sugar and syrup; add to the 
ege mixture and beat in well. 
Gradually beat in the 1% cups of 
mineral oil and, as the mixture 
thickens, alternate the addition of 
the oil with additions of lemon 
juice and vinegar. Then’ add the 
flavoring sauce if desired. Store 
dressing closely covered for serv- 
ing. For non-reducers it may be 
thinned with cream.

GARDEN | 
NOTES 


By Gordon L. Smith 


The Right Tools 

The right tools will suave much 
labour. But they should be in 
first-class working order. This 
means that hoes, spades, weeders, 
spudders, ete., should be sharp 
and clean. An old file will do 
the trick, Lawnmowers must be 
kept in the same condition if they 
are to do neat work and not pull 
grass. out by the roots or leave bits 
uncut. 

A little hand-drawn cultivator 
will help speed the work in a 
fair-sized garden, while a whee: 
hoe Will soon pay for itself in 
labour saved, if one goes in for 
a large supply of vegetables. For 
getting under both flowers and 
vegetables and for milling the 
weeds under shrubbery, a sharp 
Dutch hoe is one of the most use- 
ful implements. There are differ- 
ent sized rakes and different 
width of hoes. 

Planting Groups 

Flowers and vegetables divide 
themselves into three general 
planting groups — hardy, semi- 
hardy and tender. In the seed 
catalogues and on the packets 
these are the general descriptions 
used, and this information pro- 
vides the key to planting time in 
any part of the Dominion. 

The first -group can be put in 
just as soon as the soil is fit to 
work, this means when one can 
get out and dig without raising 
any mud, Soil fit for working or 
planting should erumble, not pack 
into a ball, the experts point out. 

Among the very hardy are spin- 
ach, lettuce, radish and peas, etc., 
among the vegetables, and most 
of the poppies, cosmos, batchelor 
buttons and sweet peas, among 
the flowers. Late frost will not 
hurt these things, Uusually the 
sooner they are planted the bet- 
ter. 

In the semi-hardy line, vege- 
tables -and flowers which will 
stand a light frost or two, would 


be carrots, beets, peas, potatoes 


and corn in the vegetable line, 
and zinnias, calendulas, calliopsis 
in the flowers,

cially in this country, Even Hitler 
is preparing to announce a new 
“charter” for a “new Europe,” in 
which the small nations are to be 
left some identity provided they 
combine with the Axis in a com- 
mon bulwark against Communism. 
Churchill's speech is the most de- 
tailed and most authoritative Bri- 
tish pronouncement of the post- 
war world so far, and in its {nter- 


national aspects embodies, pre- 
sumably, ideas which Anthony 
Eden is now ‘presenting to the 


American Government. 


Mr, Churchill himself warns 
that such planhing must not divert 
us from our first and foremost 
task of winning the war. And he 
likewise warns that “nothing could 
be more foolish at this stage than 
to plunge into details and try to 
prescribe the exact groupings of 
states, or lay down precise ma- 
chinery for their cooperation or, 
still more to argue about fron- 
tiers.”

The Rock of Freedom 

The majesty of his concept Is his 
pledge of no idle promises. Here 
he says in effect is where Britain 
stands, the rock of human free- 
dom, as he sees it, the savior of 
civilization. , : 

It is not difficult to do business 
with a man when you know where 
he stands. And so it is with na- 
tions, The world needs such hon- 
est uttetances to cleanse it of the 
clouds of emotionalism and dream- 
world fantasies, It would appear 
obvious that Churchill and Stalin 
complete agreement. Kach 
unushamedly—in fact, proudly— 
is looking after the interests of 
his own people, 

This is not to say that Churchill 
lacks the vision of a brave new 
world. Few men of modern times 
have sounded. a deeper spiritual 
note on the things to be hoped for. 
But his hopes do not run away 
with his. understanding of the 
harsh practicality of the world in 
which we live. Throughout all he 
Says there is. the refrain: “I was 
not made the King's First Minister 
to liquidate the Empire.”

WHAT SCIENCE

SNOW .ON FARMS 


Snow on the ground now means 
bread and milk on the table be- 
fore next winter's snow begins to 
fall, says Science Service. For 
winter wheat and other. fall-sown 
grains depend on snow now for 
protection against the cold and 
drying winds of winter, and they 
will depend on the water from the 
thaw for most of their growth in 
spring. If they get a good start 
on that in late March and during 
April, a very little rain in May 
will suffice to make the crop that 
will be harvested in July. Simil- 
arly, snow makes the early hay 
crop and the spring pastures, on 
which our milk supply depends to 
a large extent. 

Snow is a major source of the 
water that few of us ever even 
think about, except weather men 
and agricultural scientists; what 
is known as subsoil water, This 
is the moisture well below plow 
level, ‘on which and 
depend, and the deeper-reaching 
roots of maturing crops. Corn 
roots, for example, go down from 
three to five feet; alfalfa roots 
as much as 20, And it is this 
moisture reserve that They depend 
on. 

Water . that trickles down 
through partly melted snow dur- 
ing occasional winter warm spells 
is an Meciatty good means for 
replenishing this deeper “deposit 
on which crops may draw later 
on. Such melt-water cannot run 
off very well; there {fs nowhere 
for it to go but down. 

How much water it takes to 
make a bumper crop is vividly 
brought out in a calculation of- 
fered by J. B. Kincer, of the U. 8. 
Weather Bureau. Comparing the 
excess of that fell in the 
abundant crop year of 1942-with 
he seanty fall during the desver- 
ate drought of 1924, he said:

Weight Per Basket 
Of Various‘Fruits

Norway and Low Countries 


In Norway, apart from tens of 
thousands of native labor con- 
scripts, some 200,000 Germans, 
50,000 Russian prisoners of war, 


11,000 Italians, and lesser numbers 
of Poles, Czechs, Danes, French, 
Belgians, Dutch and Serbs are em- 
ployed in the building of fortifica- 
tions, Kristiansand, Stavanger, Ber- 
gen, Trondheim, and Narvik have 
been strongly fortified and it has 
even been rumored that the Ger- 
mans built a defense line some- 
where across Norway. 

The extent of anti-invasion pre- 
parations in Holland can be gath- 
ered from the fact that during the 
last fow months almost the entire 
civilian population has been re: 
moved from the coastal areas. 
Large sections of the waterfront 
cities were torn down to make 
room for mine-fields, tank traps, 
concrete pill-boxes and gun em- 
placements. Reports from The 
Hague indicate that the Dutch 
Capital looks worse now than Rot- 
terdam did after the air bombard- 
ment in May, 1940. 

The coastal defense zone in Bel- 
gium is said to be 15 to 20 miles 
deep. Here, too, civillans have 
been either evacuated farther in- 
land or drastically restricted in 
their movements.

Pont and 
others from the elenients of air 
and water with the aid of coal, 
ammonia simply is one part nitro- 
gen. ehemically combined with 
three parts of hydrogen. 

Ammonia plus oxygen produces 
nitric acid. Furthermore, nitric 
acid enters Into the manufacture 
of cellulose nitrate plastics, which 
have many military: applications. 

Gaseous ammonia flowing 
across heated steel under proper 
conditions imparts a hard, wear 
resistant surface over the soft 
core without changing the dimen- 
sions of the metal. This process, 
called “nitriding,” is necessary to 
many metal parts for airplanes, 
tanka, guns and ships, 

Ammonia helps in refining pet- 
roleum producta. Crude petroleum 
contains acid harmful to stills, 
and these acids are neutralized by 


the addition of small amounts.of 
ammonia, 

In fertilizers, ammonia is used 
for the ammoniation of superphos- 
phate and for the manufacture of 
urea and of sodium nitrate—~syn- 
thetic Chile saltpetre. 

Synthetic urea,,made from am- 
monia and carbon dioxide, is basic 
t© the manufacture of ammonium 
sulfamate; the new industrial 
chemical used for flame proofing 
workmen’s clothes, uniforms, and 
other textiles, Urea formaldehyde 
plastics have numerous military 
applications. 

Ammonia is used in the manu- 
facture of vat dyes, and in wool 
scouring to remove fats, waxes 
and -dirt. Long and varied is the 
list of achievements of this rela 
tively inconspicuous chen-ical.

In Single Day 


Capt. Joseph H. Hart, of Pan- 
American Airways, set a record 
a few weeks ago when he flew his 
Clipper across the South Atlantic 
twice {in 24 hours, 

Pau-American’ officials said it 
was the first time a commercial 
Plane had made the round trip in 
a single day, 

Hart and his crew flew the Boe- 
ing flying ‘boat from Natal, Brazil, 
to a West African port and return- 
ed to Natal in 23 hours and #9 
minutes, 

The mark was made possible by 
the ground crew at the African 
terminal, which refueled and ser- 
viced the plane in 60 minutes. 

Twice before Hart had estab- 
Hshed trans-Atlantic records. 

Early in January he landed his 
Clipper at LaGuardia Field, New 
York, after having flown the At- 
lantic 12 times In 18 days and 16 
hours, 

In March, 1942, he set the pre- 
vious record for commercial crogs- 
ings when he made six South At- 
lantic filghts in nine days, 15 
hours. .

A Talk On Vitamins 


I wonder if some of you some. 
times feel that we overdo the 
subject of vitamins? To be hon. 
est, at times I feel we do. Wea 
must never forget they are ot 
vital importance, hut let us not 
concentrate altogether on vita- 
mins~and forget all about other 
essentials of food. 

' The discovery of vitamins has 
been one of the gripping dramas 
of science. To learn what vita- 
mins really do for the human body 
acientists have studied, in the 
laboratory, rats, guinea -” pigs, 
chickens and monkeys. They first 
find out what happens when ani- 
mals are deprived of certain vita- 
mins. They feed the animals 
everything they need for healthy 
growth, being sure that the par- 
ticular vitamin is “Not” in the 
diet. When this is done the symp- 
toms of the vitamin deficiency de- 
velop in the animals as regularly 
and certainly as two and three 
are five. 

Medical Research 

Give an°’animal everything but 
vitamin A and it will develop 
these symptoms: a certain eye 
disease and peculiar hardened 
eeells in the body. Abnormal col- 
lectf¥tof material are. found, 
like cysts lie, lungs or. other 
organs. The lining ofthe breath- 
ing and digestive systems becomes 
hardened, : 

On the other hand, if an animal 


is given a diet With no vitamin B 
in it, they fail to gain we wht, 
they lose appetite, develop a typi- 
cal neuritis which almost part- 
lyzes them and finally they die. 
Leave vitamin C out of an ani- 
mal’s diet, when that particular 
animal is having all other foods 
required, and they develop a typis 
cal scurvy. ‘The muscles and tis. 
gues bleed because the bleod is

It is heart-rending to watch a 
number of children at play and 
note how many are suffering 
from different forms of rickets, 
bone growth stunted or deformed, 
teeth decayed ete., just because 
only in part are they receiving

the late evening, but most of the 
rest of the day. That may have 
been partly the reason. In the 
main however, the change in the 
type of broadcasting schedules in 
the late evening and early hours 
ef the morning is more a reflec.

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GARDEN 
NOTES

Avoid These Mistakes 

The three commonest mistakes 
of the new gardener are planting 
too early, too deep and too thick. 
All of these things lead to trouble, 
to unnecessary work or disap- 
pointment, 

Seed planted too deep will not 
germinate well, The general rulk 
is three times the diameter, whic! 
means mere, pressing into the soil 
for fine seed like that of radish, 
poppy, carrot, ete., and about one 
or two inches deep for beans and 
peas. With bulbs and tubers like 
gladiolus and potatoes, from six 
to ten inches deep is recommend: 
ed, the heavier the soil the shal- 
lower the planting. 

Too early planting, of course, 
with tender things that will not 
stand frost is fatal. Many gar- 
deners, too, rush all vegetable 
seeds in at the same time and 
usually a day to a week ahead of 
the regular ‘season. This ig all 
right, professionals point out, for 
a portion of the seed in each 
packet. With luck one gets very 
arly vegetables, but most of tne 
seed should be saved for regular 
planting and some of it for later 
on. This ensures safety against 
early losses through weather and, 
what is more important, it spreads 
the harvesting season over several 
weeks, with really garden fresh 
vegetables coming along steadily 
for the table instead of a feast 
and a famine succession. 

Precautions against planting 
seed too close together are based 
on a genuine desire to save the 
amateur a lot of work. 
is properly spaced in the first 
place, there will be little thin- 
ning, Which in most cases is a bit 
of a chore, With things like 
beans, peas, ete., the seed should 
be planted\from three to four 
inches apart. With smaller ‘seed 
like that of carrots, beets, let- 
tuce, etc., it is difficult to space 
to the two inches the first plants 
should be apart, but with a little 
care it can be sown thinly. Sow- 
ing of very small seed can be aid. 
ed by mixing the same with a 
little dry sand, then sowing the 
whole mixture, 


Nursery Stock Care 


Nursery stock is the general 
name given to hardy perennial 
shrubs, flowers, vines, trees and 
roses that are grown for one to 


three years from seed in a nursery 
before being sold ‘ito gardeners 
Iruit prowers.

THE WAR - WEEK — Commentary on Current Events 


Rommel’s Retreating Armies Travel 
Northward Over Historic Roads 


Field Marshal Erwin Rommel re- 
treated north last week through 
Tunisia, says the New York Times. 
Between Gabes and Bizerte the 
gnarled trunks and dome-shaped 
follage of 16,000,000 olive trees 
dominate the land over which his 
forces moved. From the south the 
British Bighth Army, with its 
deadly train of 3,000 guns, pressed 
closer, In the hills to the west 
American and French troops work- 
ed their way through his mine 
fields to threaten his flank. His 
northern stronghold was under at- 
tack by the British First Army. 
Overhead American atreraft in 
100-plane flights hammered the 
highways along which his desert- 
dusty tanks and trucks pounded, 
swept out to blast his base at Cag- 
Mari and Messina across the Medi- 
terranean in Sardinia and_ Sicily. 

The objective of the Allied 
aemies waa crystal clear. They 
Proposed to destroy hia army and 
drive him across the sea, back 
into Adolf Hitler's Fortress Eur- 
ope. To do that would be to win 
two of the greatest goals in the 
@loba!l strategy of the United Na- 
tlog® It would permit launching 
drives into Southery Ktitope, 
through France, or Italy, or the 
Balkans, without fear that a Cer- 


man force might menace the 
African bases of the attacking 
armies, And it would open the 


Mediterranean to Allied shipping, 
which now must travel the long, 
14,000-mile route around Africa to 
reach the Middle Bast and India. 


The Marshal’s Task 

The marshal’s job was to stop 
the Allies short of these aims. It 
was @ galling, thankless task, far 
different from the glorious des- 
tiny that seemed reserved for him 
nine ‘months ago when his Afrika 
Korps thrust to the gates of 
Egypt and the laurels of Alexan- 
der the Great were almost with- 
in his grasp. He worked hard at 
bis undertaking, exhausted every 
etratagem at his command in or- 
der to carry !t out. He ttled first 
to build a atronghold stretching 
the length of Tunisia’s east coast, 


linking a tough center of resist 
ance in the Tunis-Bizerte resior 
om the north to another based o7 
the Mareth fortifications in the 
eouth, with a batt 

400 miles through the hills wast 


Of the coastal plains 
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That failed when his old foe, 
the British General Sir Bernard 
L. Montgomery, turned his south- 
ern defenses and forced him to 
withdraw northward to escape en- 
trapment. British troops, drawn 
from all parts of the Mmpire, first 
stormed the Mareth Line. Despite 
heavy rains that hampered the 
forward movement of their artlil- 
lery, they made steady progress. 
The cos} in lives and smashed ma- 
terial was heavy. 


Around The Flank 
Then General Montgomery, as 
full of tricks as his German op- 
ponent, gambled to save lives. He 
ordered heavy reinforcement of a 


column of troops he had sent 
through the salt deserts around 
the German flank. This column, 


under the colorful New Zealander, 
General Sir Bernard C Freyberg, 
veteran of Mexican revolutions 
and hero of the first World War, 
met the Panzer unils sent to inter- 
cept it near the oasis of El Ham- 
ma. The battle took place at. 4 
o'clock in the afternoon. The Bri- 
tish, their backs to a low, blazing 
sun, throwing. ‘a heavy smoke 
screen before them, charged. The 
Gérmen.troopers, staring into the 
sun and smok@p offen did not see 
their opponents until {t aa too 
late to fire. ™ 

Overhead a screen of aircraft, 
specially armed to fight tanks, 
swooped to the attack. In this 
fighting American planes played a 
part, making as many as 1,399 
sorties in ‘one. day. American 
ground attacks farther north help- 
ed draw off some of Marshal Rom- 
mel’s strength and this contributed 
to the British victory. 

Over Historic Roads 

Under this combimeed attack the 

Germans broke and ran. From that 


moment it became necessary for 
the Nazi-.muarshal to retreat. The 
roads his coluinns took northward. 


were historic. They had known the 
tread of Haunibal’'s elephants,» the 
som shuffling of St. Augustine's 
sandals and the hoofbeats of Roger 
the Norman's armored Horse. They 


led throvgh a countryside tow 
and flat, a corridor: varying tn 
width from . twenty-five to fifty 
miles between the hills in the 
west and the sea in the @ast 
Along it were the towns of Gabes, 
Slax, Sousse, that had been the 


strength of colonial 
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ers of the Roman and Turkish 
Kimpires. One of them, Sfax, had 
trembled under the fire of modern 
varshifsa when the French Fleet 
brought French colonial rule and 
nineteenth century civilization to 


Se sane f ; 
Punisia. 


Where along that corridor: Mar- 


shal Rommel would stand and 
fight was the chief problem for 
the Allied commanders. North of 


Gebes his rearguard showed signs 


of holding once, then moved far- 
ther back where again it appeared 
ready for battle. Many observers 


thought the marshal would move 
all the way, as slowly as possible, 
to his northern defense center in 
the Tunis-Bizerte region whére he 
would try to hold. 

The Allies would give’ him no 
respite there, Last week the posi- 
tion was under heavy attack by 
the British First ‘Army which 
reached Mateur, but eighteen 
miles from Bizerte. But the land 
remained in the German favor, 
much as the land favored the Am- 
erican and Filipino forees on Ba- 
taan. Their flanks were uarded 
by the Mediterranean Sea, just as 
General Douglas MacArthur's 
flanks were. protected by the 
South China Sea and the Bay of 
Manila. A ‘low, rough, broken line 
of hilis threw a protecting arm 
across much of the Nazi northern 
stronghold, -but the hills fafl to 
reach the northern coast, leaving 
a narrow doorway which must be 
Closely guarded. 

Tunisia’s Chief Cities 


Within this Axis stronghold 
were Tunisia’s two chief citfes. 
Bizerte’s lake, connected with the 
sea by a channel running through 
the city, contains a naval base 
second only to Toulon among 
France's Mediterranean bases, 
Tunis, near the site of ancient 


Carthage, is Tunisia’s capital. Un- 
der its walls, St: Louis of France 
ditd attempting to storm the city. 

Beyond this position there is no 
retreat this gide of Europe for 
Marshal Rommel. And there were 
no signs last week that he intend- 
ed to leave Africa. Strong forces, 
estimated at 200,000 men and 1,- 
300 airplanes are at his command. 
From Italy he was presumably 
receiving reinforcements estimated 
at from 500 to 1,000 4men a day 
and from 75 to 125 tanks a month, 
They crossed the Sicilian Straits, 
favorite hunting ground for Allied 
submarines and air¢raft, in giant 
Messerschmitt 323’s, six-engined 
planes believed capable of carry- 
ing 250 soldiers, and Siebel fer- 
ries, shallow-draft pontoon boats 
difficult to torpedo. In the back- 
ground’ was the oft-beaten Italian 
Fleet, now perhaps under the com- 
mand of German officers It might 
emerge from its Adriatic bases to 
fight. d 

Marshal Rommel, it seemed eyl- 
dent, planned a stiff battle before 
relinquishing the -Axis Tunisian 
bridgehead. ‘Allied commanders 
saw a possibly long siege before 
them as they contemplated his 
northern defense .posttions. That 
siege might be costly in lives, they 
warned. But on both the Allfed 
and German sides there were evi- 
dences of belief that the end was 
not too far off. The Germans were 
ruthlessly pressing the labor of 
their captive countries to the task 
of building fortifications along the 
shores of Southern Burope. In 
Northern Europe they were clear- 
ing civillans out of areas that 
might become battle zones in the 
évent of an Allied Invasion. In 
United Nations countries there 
was a -helghtened air of expect- 
ancy, The Spring was growing 
older. Good fighting weather was 
near. 


Tm, Rommel'’s Rear Guard 


For fiv® wmonths the Germans 
have been planting land mines 
along every approach to the Tun- 
islan coast. They cannot be dug 
up in five hours or five days. This 
mechanical rear guard which Rom- 
mel left behind him has served 
him aswell as Axis tanks and 
guns to delay our attacking col- 
UmMns 

No defensive weapon of the war 
has proved more useful on a re 
stricted front than the land mine. 
On a vast front such as that of 
the Russian Winter offensive {t {s 
not so effective, simply because 
there is too much ground to cover. 
The whole world could not produce 
enough mines to neutralize 187, 
000 square miles of territory. But 
in Africa the land mind has help-

Jesus Questions Peter 

“So when they had broken their 
fast, Jesus saith to Simon Peter, 
Simon, son of John, lovest thou 
me more than these? He saith 
unto him, yea, Lord; thou know- 
est that I love thee. He saith 
unto him, Feed my lambs.” There 
was a time, not many days be- 
fort this, when Peter was boast- 
ing of how loyal he was to the 
Lord Jesus, but all of his boast- 
ing proved vain and empty. Christ 
wants to know from Peter's own 
lips whether Peter really and 
truly now loves the Lord and 
Master. ; 

Peter's Grief 

“He saith to him again the 
second time, Sinion, son of John, 
lovest thou. me? He saith unto 
him, Yea, Lord; thou knowest that 
I love thee. He saith unto him, 
tend my sheep. He saith unto him 
the third time, Simon, son of 
John, lovest thou me? Peter was 
grieved because he said unto him 
the: third time, Lovest thou me? 
And he said unto him, Lord, thou 
knowest all things: thou knowest 
that I love thee. Jesus saith 
unto him, Feed my sheep.” 

The address of the Lord, thrice 
repeated, reealls the fir.t words 
addressed to St. Peter when he 
received the surname | Cepnas 
(Peter). The three. questions 
could not but recall the three 
denials; and the form of this last 
question could not but vividly 
bring back the thought of the 


failure of personal devotion at the - 


moment of trial. -So Peter was 
grieved not only that the ques- 
tion was put again, but that this 
third time the phrase was chang- 
ed; that the «question was not 
only put once again, but at the 
wame time put so as to raise a 
doubt whether he could indeed 
rightly claim that modified love 
which he had professed. His grief 
lay in the deep sense that such a 
doubt might, well be suggested by 
the past, even if it were at the 
same time ungrounded. Men 
might reasonably distrust his pro- 
fession of sincerity after his fall, 
but he appealed-to the Lord using 
the words ‘thou knowest.’ 
Prophecy of Suffering 

“Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
when thou wast young, thou gird- 
est thyself, and walkedst whither 
thou wouldest: but when thou 
shalt be old, thou shalt stretch 
forth thy hands, and another shall 
gird thee, and carry thee whither 
thou wouldst not. Now this he 
spake, signifying by what man- 
ner of death he should glorify 
God. And when he had spoken 
this, he saith unto him, follow 
me.” This solemn prophecy of 
suffering is closely connected 
with the joy of love and restora- 
tion. In one way or another it 
will surely be thus with every 
true disciple of our Saviour. To 
each of us without exception He 
assign some cross to bear 
Him; to each He will say, in 
one way €® another, ‘If you love 
Me, serve Me; arid you shall. suf- 
fer for Me.’ 

Peter's Responsibility 

“Peter, turning about; seeth 
the disciple whom Jesus loved fol- 
lowing; who also leaned back on 
his breast atthe supper, and said, 
Lord, who is he that betrayeth 


thee? Peter therefore seeing him 
saith to Jesus, Lord, and what 
shall this man do? Jesus saith 


unto him, If I will that he tarry 
till I eome, what is that to thee? 


Follow thou me.” 

What néeda to be emphasized 
in our Lord’s answer is that He 
tells Peter that John’s course of 
life and his destiny are matters 
with whi Peter has no need to 
conecin himself, If God has a 
different career for Jo that is 
not Peter's concer: Peter him- 


gelf is an individual with a direct 
responsibility to God, and he must 
decide his course of action as aA 
personal matter betwfn God and 


., 
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himself. The words have a simi- 
lar application to us all. Every 
eourse. of action which presents 
iteelf to us must be decided upon 
directly by ourselves, our con- 
acience and God, : 
Jesus’ Will Made Clear 

“This saying therefore went 
forth among the brethren, that 
that discinle should not die; yet 
Jesus said not unto him, that he 
hsould not die; but, If I will that 
he tarry till I come, what is that 
to thee?” 

Only when Peter was actually 
erucified in the year 64, was the 
prophecy spoken by Jesus con- 
eerning his martyrdom fully and 
positively understood. So . with 
John -—- the event would finally 
make clear just,what the Lord's 
will concerning him was. The 
statement here made, therefore, 
means only one thing. it calls 
upon all to wait till such time as 
the Lord Himself will make. plain 
what His will-concerning John is. 
In Peter’s case, Jesus pronounced 
an actual prophecy; in John’s he 
declined a prophecy, and left 
John's career and end wholly in 
the secrecy of His will. 

A Courageous Peter 

“This is the disciple that bear- 
eth witness of these things, and 
wrote these things: and we know 
that his witness is true.” 

Peter did not know that he had 
come to one of the great crises of 
his life, and that from this time 
on he would be an altogether dif- 
ferent man. He had heard the 
Lord entrust to him a more sel- 
emn task than ever the Lord had 
previously designated as his life 
work. He had even heard that 
day that he was to die a martyr, 
erucified as the Lord had been 
crucified for him. From this day 
on we behold a courageous Peter 
in place of the cowardly one of a 
few days ago.

NOTES 


By Gordon L. Smith 
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Big Croppers for Gardens 

Much will depend upon -the lo- 
cation and size of the vegetable 
garden as to the crops grown in 
it. If tiny, say less than 50 feet 
square, then authorities advise 
concentrating on those vegetables 
which give the biggest yield sper 
row. This means small, compact 
things like carrots, beets, lettuce, 
beans, spinach, onions,’ radish, 
possibly a few staked tomatoes. 
With the first items, even 12 feet 
of row, if given a little attention 
in the way of thinning, cultiva- 
tion, and perhaps watering and 
fertilizer, should produce many 
good meals for the fair-sized fa- 
mily. ‘And as the rows can be 
spaced a mere foot apart, a small 
plot will grow a lot of crop. 

The staked tomatoes will take 
up more room. They should be 
18 inches apart in the row, but 
one plant should grow a big basket 
of tomatoes, and if all side shoots 
are nipped off and the plant tied 
loosely to /a six-foot stake it will 
ripen the fruit surprisingly early. 

It doesn’t pay to grow bulky 
things like potatoes in the tiny 
vegetable garden, and. a winter's 
supply of carrots, onions, beets, 
etc., should not be attempted. 
Corn and peas take up a lot of 
room but because they are never 
so tasty as when taken right out 
of the garden at the back door, 
sometimes even city gardeners try 
to squeeze them in, 

Garden corn should be grown 
in hills about 15 to 18. inches 
apart. To supply the small fa- 
mily at least a dozen hills of corn 
are necessary, and from 40 to 60 
feet of row of peas. 


Transplanting 

The three most important fae- 
tors in suecessfal transplanting 
are moisture, shade and ‘the ex- 
clusion of air from thé roots, 
Whether the thing to be trans- 
planted is a tiny, young shoot 
from the next row or a fifteen 
foot maple, experts the 
gible, they say, transplanting 
should be done on a dull day or 
evening. Soak with water around 
the roots and press the soil firm- 
points mentioned. If at all pos- 
sible, and especially with big 
plants, shrubs and trees, regular 
and heavy watering are advisable, 
at least until July, with nursery 
stock. ‘ 

Moving a plant is something 
like an operation for a human 
being, and the larger the specimen 
the more necessary the attention. 
With shrubbery and trees, often 
main roots are cut and the shock 
is severe, Some pick-up in the 
way of quickly available commer.

tion some figures of distance are 
highly significant, since range fa 
a balancing - factor against load, 
It is only 930 miles from Berlin 
to Vyasma, only 230 from Smo- 
lensk to Moscow, 550 from Greece 
to Tunisia. 250 from Naples to 
Bizerte, 140 from Cagliari to that 
Tunisian stronghold and ninety 
miles from Sicily to the same port, 
From Paris to London is only 220 


miles. If the Flying Fortresses and 


Liberators and the R. A. F.’s Lan- 
casters and Stirlings have been 
allie to make the devastating raids 
from Great Britain on German 
cities—it is 580 air miles from 
London to Berlin—why have not 
the German bombers of this. re- 
puted -armada struck in reprigal 
on Great Hritain, laid waste Mos- 
cow, or turned the whole tide fo 
Tunisia from the near-by spring- 
boards of Italy and Greece?

Presumably the answer is to be 
found in several factors.

its reality, Secondly, shortage in 
both quantity and quality of fuel 
and lubricants: may make full use 
of existing aircraft by the Ger- 
mans impossible, Thirdly, the con- 
stant attrition of both pilots and 
planes of the Luftwaffe may have 
depleted necessary fighter pro- 
tection for such bombers as are 
available to a point when they can- 
not safely be risked.
